DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Saitoetal (JP3-261540). 

Saito discloses a continuous welding and cutting apparatus. As shown in the 
drawings, a receiving tool 12 with a vertical face 12b which is vertical to a rotational 
shaft of the receiving tool on an end face of the receiving tool and on the other hand, a 
horn tip 1 1 has both an outer periphery-facing part 11a having a face which faces and 
is close to the outer peripheral face 12a of the receiving tool and a vertical face-facing 
part 11b having a parallel face which faces to and is brought into contact with a vertical 
face 12b of the receiving tool. Welding of sheets 15a and 15b is produced by heat- 
generating action caused by ultrasonic vibration applied to the sheets from the outer 
periphery- facing part 1 1a and the outer peripheral face 12a of the receiving tool and 
cutting of the sheets is produced by melting based on heat-generating action caused 
by vibration applied to the sheets from the vertical face-facing part 11b and the vertical 
face 12b of the receiving tool. When the sheets are welded, as the outer peripheral 
face-facing part and the outer peripheral face of the receiving tool are not brought into 
direct contact with each other, abrasion of these parts remarkably less.
